"IN political production, but though the demand occaſioned no

Kelly, aſſured the oppoſition, that the play was not to be per- 

formed for the benefit of the author — This aſſurance how- 

ever was by no means ſufficient; the comedy of Falſe Deli- 
cacy was written by Mr. Kelly, and therefore though in 
poſſeſſion of the ſtage among the number of ſtock plays, 
was now to be condemned — to effect this purpoſe, an up- 
roar. in the theatre was not only judged neceſſary, but the 
following hand bill was diſtributed at all the doors.

— But Mr. Kelly's friends were now no longer 
able to ſuppreſs their indignation, - and being determined to 
make no ee on they exerted themſelves ſo effec- 
tually, that Falſe Delicacy was performed, though with very 

conſiderable interruption. — Whole ſpeeches, nay, whole 
ſcenes were - obliged to be omitted, and ſuch was he of 

undiſtinguiſhing prejudice, that it even attacked the perſonal 
ſafety of the female performers — This was not all, when the 
attempt to ſuppreſs Falſe Delicacy proved abortive, the ene-

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unwilling to pay for the miſchief they really did, becauſe, 
they back not effected as much as they actually died to o. 
The concluſion of the farce happily produced a general calm, 
and though the theatrical horizon ſeemed pregnant with 4 
ſtorm the ſucceeding evening, it's ſerenity Rill continued, and 
perhaps, will never be again diſturbed by any of Mr. Kelly's 
productions.
